SUPREME COURT. 
IN CRIMINAL SESSIONS. 
(Before Sir Cf. Phillippe, Chief Justice. ) 
*Wetlnesilay, August 23. 


SENTENCES, 

Chun Afuk, convicted of stealing a box 
from the servants’ quarters at Mrs Sands’ 
house, was sentenced to eighteen calendar 
months’ imprisonment, He had been three 
times previously convicted within the last 
two years.

THE COMPLICATIONS 'N. COREA. 
‘ (W.-C. D. News.) 
Trenrsm, Lith August. 

A mest important communication in the 
form of n despatch to.the commander of the 
U.S. coryotte Monuecacy at Chofoo frum the 
United States Legation at Poking, passed 
through thia place yesterday ; and doubtless 
that war-vessol will hayo, in consequence, 
proceeded tu Coton, before this letter 
roaches Shanghai.

Moi! which was inaorted in the North China 
Duity Necsubout a week ago, “the inter- 
val between the visit of the Duke of Genoa 
and the mission of Commodore Shufeldt, 
was the period to which may be ascribed 
the active interference of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment in the Corean peninsula, as mani- 
feated by the autograph letter of Li Hung- 
chang, published about that time, in which 
-Russia and Japan: wore explicitly charged 
with aggressive designs on Corea, and which 
recnmiended treaty relations with Ameri- 
ca, England and Franco as an antidote to 
the same:” Thia assertion or supposition 
of the distinguished Chinese statesman 
whose ietter has been brought befora the 
public us a justification for the’ present po- 
licy of China towards Coroa, is a baseless 
hypothesia manufactured for the purpose of 
exciting onmity betweon China and Russia 
and Japan, and also for creating évil feclity; 
between Corca and tho above mentione: 
powers. One can hardly believe’ that Li 
Hung-chang over wrote such a letter con- 
taining grave gratuitous accusntiona against 
Russia and Japan, os his accurate’ political 
information must have told him that they 
were unfounded ; but whether the letter be 
authentic or no, it has cartainly served the 
purpose for which its publication was in- 
tended, ond it is time that the truth of the 
matter should be made knuwn, 
Now [ can and do unhesitatingly deelare, 
that during the, last twelve years not a 
single Russian vessel or ahip of war has ever 
visited a Corean port, and moreover that 
during these last twelve years the Russian 
Government has- never either directly or 
indirectly had any political or other com- 
munication with the Corcan Government 
upon any subject whatever, and has never 
during that period made any attempt at 
aggression on Corean territory, and much 
less has presented any wtimatum to the 
Corean Government or any proposal for 
obtaining possession of cither Port Lazareff 
or any other port on the Corean coast, Any 
assertion therefore such ag has appeared in 
the apocryphal letter of Li Hung-chang, or 
in the China and Japan newspapers, 


Russia, is absolutely false, and 1. defy any 
one to bring proof of the contrary. As 
regards Japan's policy towards Corea; 
without endorsing or disavowing the aggres- 
sive designs also laid at her door, and with- 
out the clear proof that there has becn no 
pressure employed to cvcrce Corea into do- 
pendence on Japan, it can at least be said 
that Japan in her relations with Corea has 
only followed in the wake of western nations 
in forcing her relations on Coren, just a5

PaRcELs.—The public ia remiaded that 
there is no such thing as Parcel Post 
to Europe, &. Much trouble and disap- 
pointment are caused by persistent attempts 
to send small valuable trifles through the 
Post. Fans, Curios,’ Articles of Dtess, 
Fancy Work, and sitnilar presents are con- 
tinually being refused, the senders having 
often spent more in Postage than would 
have paid tho freight by steamer. No 
refund can be made on such parcols uf the 
valuc of Stamps obliterated before the 
nature of the contents was discovered. 


Jweal awl bulian Parcel Post. 


1. Smal! Parcels may be sent hy Post 
at Book Rates between Hongkong and any 
of the British Post Offices in Chins, a8 well 
as to Japan, Macao, Pakhoi, the Straits 
Settlements, Ceylon and India. Thoy must 
not exceed the following dimensions, 2 feet 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, weigh more 
than b5lbs., nor be smaller than 3 in. by 2 
in. Such parcels may be wholly closed 
if they bear this special endorsement, 
Panes, CONTAINING No LErren, but any 
parcel may be opened by direction of the 
Postmaster Gencral. In the Case of Parcels 
for India a declaration of contents and 
value is required, a printed form for which 
is supplied gratis. The Registration of 
Parcels for India and Ceylon is compulsory, 

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insufficiently packed. or protected, 
or lable to be cruabed (as ,bandboxes, 
&c,) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explostve sub- 
stances, Matches, Indigo, Dyestufls, Tee, 
Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Veyetables, or 
whatever is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely tv become offensive or injurious in 
transit. 

3. Parcels are as a general rule forwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet. To India they are forwarded by 
the P. & O. and Indian Mail Packets only, 
to Ceylon by P. & O. only. No respon. 
sibility is accepted with regard to any 
parecl, unless Rogistered, and then only to 
the amount of $10, . 

4. The pubhe are cautioned not to con 
found these facilities with a /arced Post to 
Hurope, &., which does not exist,

1. No Letter or Packet, whethér to be 
registered or unregistered, can be recuived
